which w ere practically unknow n up 
till comparatively' recently, cost more, 
carat for carat, than do diam ond* even, 
while experts declare that they ar© in­ 
finitely mon* beautiful.

The 
work should be undertaken as soon 
as, or even before an early frost has 
weakened the annual flowers in the 
bed.

households wlil find it advantageous 
to naturalize the plant

the region is tick infested it is im ­ 
possible to bring In breeding animals. 
as animals so im ported are peculiar­ 
ly subject to Texas fever, which Is 
transm itted by this enemy of cattle in 
the south.
